One pupil from Wayland Seminary has baptized 
within eighteen months three or four hundred ; 
others have done no less. God has directed in 


mond, bought for $10,000, are now worth $50,- 
000. The land for Wayland Seminary, bought 
at twelve and a balf cents per foot, is now 
worth fifty or seventy-five. Shortly after the 
site for Leland University was selected, the cap- 
ital was removed to New Orleans, and the State 
buildings were located just acroess the street. 
The sites at Raleigh, at Columbia, and at Nash- 

ville are unparalleled. 
The encouragement already granted, and the 
and growing need, all call for progress. 


sﬆy that we ought to raige this year $100,000, 
we put the gum 80 low that we are ashamed. 
But we put it at about twice what we are now 
doing. 

The present outlook causes us great anxiety. 
The progress which we have made has been due, 
under God, to the fact that this work constituted 
a Special Department of the Home Mission So- 
ciety, and was urged forward by a man of intense 
convictions, boundless faith, untiring industry, 
and complete concentration upon this one object. 
This element of snccess has ceaced to exist. The 
department has no existence. The work of three 
secretaries has been laid by the Board upon one 
overworked official, Dr Taylor.

W%s are informed by one of our District Sec- 
retaries, that a report has been circulated by 
pers0ns not acquainted with the facts in the 
case, © that the Home Mizsion Society had 
thrown the Freedmen work overboard, and that 
the schools must take care of themeelves,” un- 
less the Bible and Publication Society «bould 
take them under its patronage. 

In order that the anxiety of the friends of 
this department of our work may be allayed, 
we would call the attention of all to the follow- 
ing statement in the last Annual Report of the 
Executive Board (written by Dr. Simmons), 
and adopted unanimously by the Society. 

* The foundations of these #chools- bave been 
generously laid in prayer and in taith, and with 
a view to permanency. Suitable sites have been 
selected. Baptiets own the ground in fee in 
every instance. And all that is needed is a mode- 
rate endowment of $50,000 or $100,000 for each. 


*« These Freedmen Schools must be endowed | 


if we expect them to live. There is no alterna- 
tive. Secretary Simmons has secured ten thous- 
and five hundred dollars in cash from one indi- 
vidual during the year towards the endowment 


of one of them. Beeides this, 2ome emaller 


gums have been obtained ; some new eubgcrip- 
tions have been secured, and 2ome wills have 
been made, which, ultimately, as is believed, 


will bring large amounts into our treasury for 


endowment purposes.
